I:r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  Dece'"her  1965* ' As  in  previous  years,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
I'r,  D,  A,  '.^amphilon,  has  been  entirely  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the 
sections  c aling  v;ith  Sanitary  Circumstances,  Housing,  and  Supervision  of  Pood, 

Brief  reference  to  some  of  the  main  points  from  the  various  sections 
may  p'rcve  helpful  as  an  introduction. 


1 , 'Ir,  A.  BenboB  joined  the  Staff  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  1st  Pabruary  1965?  thus  easing  the  burden  on  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  v/ho  had  carried  on  nobly  without  an  Assistant  for  almost  six  months, 

2,  Judging  from  the  year’s  Statistics  the  health  of  the  community  remained 
satisfactory. 


The  Death  Rate  and  Infant  Llortality  Rate  are  both  \i;ell  below  the 
oor  res  ponding’  Rates  for  England  and  l^ales.;  the  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  belov/ 
the  nut'ianal  average  figure  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  a little  higher, 

3«  Apart  from  345  cases  of  Heaslcs  (the  vast  majority  of  which  occurred 

during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year),  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  was  pleasingly  lov/, 

4.  Sobisfactory  progress  was  made  on  the  Alveley  Sewerage  Scheme  which 
it  was  hopml  would  be  completed  by  mid- 1966, 

The  xDroposed  Schemes  to  serve 

(a)  Acklcton  with  Stahlefordj  and 

(b)  Stottesdon 

received  Llnistry  approval  during  the  year,  and  it  Y;as  hoped  that  v/orl:  on  these 
could  bo  c-mraenced  during  1966, 

Ef'..  Drts  to  improve  the  unsatisfactory  effluents  from  the  Highley  and 
Eardington  Disposal  Porks  continued.  It  would  appear  that  little  improvement 
can  be  e:qpected  in  the  Eardington  effluent  until  the  proposed  land-irrigation 
system  materializes, 

5,  Twelve  Council  dwellings  (3  houses  and  4 bun-galov/s  for  elderly  people) 
were  completed  during  the  year  at  Hilton,  and  a further  15  dwellings  were  in 
coui’se  of  construction  at  IToi’field  by  31  st  December,  The  layout  of  the  latter 
scheme  as  unusual  in  that  a system  of  "in-filling"  has  been  adopted  in  an 
attempt  to  preserve  the-  architectural  characteristics  of  the  Village  of  korfleld. 
Tile  scheme  consists  of  3 houses,  and  a block  of  4 flats  plus  8 bungalows  for 
elderly  prople. ' A V/arden  and  an  Assistant  Harden  are  to  be  accommodated  in  the 
tv;o  urwer  flats. 


Private  ievolopment  continued  at  the  same  high  rate  as  in-19^>4.  Thjring 
the  vear  79  housing  units  reached  completion  (74  in  1964)?  and  a furthe 
76  v/ere  under  construction  at  31st  Deccmher  (65  at  31st  Decemher  1964). 


In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
v;ho  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report j in  particular  to 
LIr,  D,  7i«  Pamphilon  v/ho  did  so  much,  and  to  Hiss  C,  H.  Bryan  who  did 
all  the  typing  and  duplicating*  The  willing  co-operation  afforded  to 
mo  ly  all  my  Colleagues  at  17estgate  during  the  year  is  also  gratefully 
a cknowl edged.

Conditions  affecting  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Systen  accounted  for  62  deaths  (52,1'/^)  and  Ilali.p'nant  Disease  v/as  responsible

1.  HOSPITAL  AITD  SPECIALIST  SERVICBS 

All  hospital 3 in  the  area  ore  adr/dnistered  hy  Birningham  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  through  its  Hospital  Llanacenont  Conrdttees* 

The  {general  hospitals  Doot  easily  accessible  to  inhabitants  cf  the  Rural 
Districts  are  those  at  Bridynorth,  Kidderminster,  Shrewsbury  and  Wolverhampton. 
All  provide  out-patient  and  in-patient  facilities. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospitals  at 
Wolverhampton  or  Shrewsbury,  and  patients  with  Tuberculosis  receive  initial 
treatment  at  Copthorne  Hospital  or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

The  chronic  sick  requiring?  hospital  Ir'eatment  are  a'encrally  admitted  to 
one  of  thv  followinr;  Institutions;  llev/  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton;  East 
Hamlet  HoLoital,  Ludlow;  or  Shifnnl  Hospital. 


2.  GEIIBILi^  i-iEDICAIj,  DEiiTAL,  PHARII/iCEUTICAL  AHD  SUPPLSiEIlTARY  OPTHALLgC  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Salop  Executive  Council,  Abbey

It  is  a no  :t  popular  clinic  and  attendances  of  iirfants  aiid  toddlers  throughout  the 
year  have  seen  excellent. 

Otl...  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  accessible  to  those  in  various  parts  of 'the 
District  ar...  held  (either  at  v/eekly  or  fortnightly  intervals)  at  Bridgnorth, 
Cleobury  Llortimer  and  Much  Wenlock. 

(b)  V/olfaro  Foods 

The  Rational  Welfare  Foods  (Rational  Dried  Hilk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod-Liver 
Oil  and  Vitamin  'A’  and  'D'  tablets)  are  available  at  the  Welfare  Centres  during 
Clinic  hours  and  at  various  conveniently  situated  distribution  points  tlmroughout 
the  Distri''  c. 

(c)  Healt.i  Visiting,  Home  Rursing.  Domiciliary  ilidwifery 

One  full-time  Health  Visiter  serves  a large  part  of  the  District  adjacent 
to  Bridgnorth  and  Health  Visiting  in  other  parts  of  the  area  is  undertaken  by  the 
Local  District-R’ai-se-LIidwives  in  addition  to  their  other  duties. 

Tv/o  Diotrict-llurse-iiidwives  are  stationed  in  the  Rural  District  - one  at 
Highley  and  one  at  Hilton.  The  rest  of  the  District  is  served  by  Ru-ses  based 
outside  its  area. 
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(d)  VacciRgtion  and  IninunlBation 

Ur 'ar  the  County  Council's  Scliene,  Vaccination  acainot  Saallpoz  and, 
Ir.inuniD.hion  ac:ainst  Diptlioria,  V.nioopinG-Couch,  Tetanus  and  PolioDyelitis 
nay  he  carried  out  hy  arran^jenent  with  a general  practitioner,  or  at  an^'" 

Child  V.'.  If  are  Centro,  hy  appointnent. 

Vaccination  against  TuherSulocis  is  offered  each  year  to  all  children 
aged  11-13  years  v/ho  are  found  hy  x:irclininary  teotiirg  to  require  this 
protection.  Only  very  few  parents  refuse  their  consent  for  this  procedure, 
which  is  carried  out  at  the  schools. 

(e)  Anhulaiice  Service 

The  Central  Anhulance  Departnent  for  the  County  is  in  Shrewsbury 
(Telephone  llo.  Bhrev/shury  6331 ) to  v/hicli  all  requests  for  an  anhulance  should 
he  nade,  Tvfo  anhulances  and  a car  for  sitting-cases  are  stationed  in 
Bridgnorth,  for  use  on  local  .journeys. 

(f)  Bo'-estic  Kelp  Service 

The  service  of  a donestic  help  is  available,  in  the  words  of  the  Act, 
for  "a  y person  who  is  ill,  an  e3q)ectant  nether,  nent.ally  defective,  aged 
or  a c.:ild  not  over  oonpulsory  school  age".  Enquiries  re  gar  di  rig  this 
servii.  - are  dealt  with  at  the  Donestic  Help  Office,  Bridgnorth  Uelfare  Centre 
(Telei  '^,3  Ho.

Since  the  1 st  April  1953?  the  responsihility  for  providing  nains  water 
supplies  to  the  Rural  District  (other  than  to  the  parishes  of  CJaverley, 
Worfield  and  Rudge)  has  heen  vested  in  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board.

The  East  Shropshire  '-^ater  Board  informed  the  Council  that  its  intention  wa 
to  plr  se  the  contracts  of  the  ahove  scheme  according  to  previous  agreements 
reach  d between  the  Council  and  the  Ilinistry. 

' hese  allov/ed  for  Stage  I of  the  Distribution  Scheme  to  be  commenced  in 
July  ."^65?  and  Stage  2 in  July  1966,  It  is  therefore  disappointing  to  have 
to  re'  Drt  that  a start  on  Stage  I has  not  yet  been  made,  although  an 
assura'.'ice  has  been  given  by  the  Board  that  Stage  2 will  be  commenced  in

It  is  noted  that  there  has  been  an  increase  over  last  year’s  figures  in  the 
number  cf  unsatisfactory  samples  talcen  from*  the  Lov/  Level  Supply  Ilains.  All 
such  re  rts,  although  showing  only  slight  pollution,  have  been  foiw/arded  to  the 
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Vifater  Board  and  suBsequent  samples  have  proved  to  Be  Scatisf actory. 

These  results  will  he  carefull,}'’  watched  in  the  future.  The  importance  of 
routiae  sanplin^'i'  cannot  he  over-eaphasiscd. 

Of  13  samples  taken  from  the  Elan  Aqueduct,  5 proved  to  he  unsatisfactory* 
This  would  appear  to  indicate  the  need  for  chlorination  of  this  v/ater  before 
its  distribution. 


1 irther  sirrfaoe  works  of  protection  were  carried  out  to  the  Chetton 
Borehole  by  the  Water  Board,  when  unsatisfactory  results  were  brought  to 
their  .•  btention  during  the  year.

outine  sampling  of  private  supplies  is  not  undertaken,  but  new  supplies 
arc  s apled  on  request.  In  addition  the  service  is  used  to  prove  supplies 
where  applications  are  made  for  improvement  grants. 


Ar  a result  of  sampling  private  supplies  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  advise 
9 house  -olders  to  boil  all  water  before  it  was  used. 

I:  two  instances  the  Council  was  recommended  to  approve  supplies  when 
small  pressure  filters  had  been  installed.  Subsequent  samples  from  these 
supplies  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


SSITERAGE  AIID  3'S};JAGE  DISPOSAL 


There  are  four  public  sewerage  schemes  within  the  Council's  area,  in  the 
villages  of  Clnverley,  Eardinp;ton,  Ilighley  and  Worfield,  to  v/hich  a total  of 
961  h.'uses  are  connected. 

‘n  addition  to  the  above  schemes,  a sewerage  system  to  serve  the  Village 
of  Alvoley  is  under  construction.  Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the  Contract 
and  it  is  anticipated  it  will  be  completed  by  31st  Ilarch  1966. 

'.I  he  Eardington  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  continued  to  produce  an  effluent  of 
variab '.e  quality,  but  it  is  considered  that  this  cannot  be  improved  until  the 
proposed  land-irrigation  scheme  is  brought  into  operation. 

A.  '‘’as  reported  in  the  1964  Deport  the  condition  of  the  effluent  at  the 
rlighley  works  is  still  giving  cause  for  concern  and  investigations  are 
CO nti ruing. 


he  Claverley  and  V'orfield  disposal  plants  continued  to  produce  satisfactory 
effluents  throughout  the  year. 

C:  firmation  from  the  Ilinister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnmont  was 
receive.  -,  during  the  year  authorising  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  prepatation 
of  detailed  drav/ings  in  respect  of  the  Ackleton  and  Stableford,  and  Stottesdon 
schemer, . It  is  hoped  that  work  on  both  the  above  schemes  will  be  comimenced 
during  19^6. 

The  Council  continued  to  press  the  Ministry  for  a local  investigation 
into  the  Horville  scheme,  although  the 'latter  intimated  during  the  year  that 
the  scheme  did  not  appear  to  be  urgent,  having  regard  to  the  restrictions  on 
ca,pital  expenditure. 

The  Council  have  a programme  for  providing  sewerage  schemes  i.r  all  the 
main  centres  of  population.  However,  as  development  increases  in  the  District 
and  r -ped  water  supplies  become  used  to  a .greater  extent,  other  areas  must 
also  be  considered.  T’.to  such  -areas  are  Chelmarsh  (where  representatives  of 
the  C -^uncil  have  r.et  the  Parish  Council  to  discuss  this  matter)  and  the  Heathton 
and  Draycott  area  of  Cloverley,  where  nuisances  are  arising  from  the  use  of 
septic  tanlcs. 
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REFUSE  AilD  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Pile  Coiiiicil  continued  to  collect  refuse  froci  all  parishes  hy  direct 
labour  throughout  the  year.  A weekly  collection  is  nade  in  the  more 
dense!'  ■ populated  areas,  and  a fortnightly  collection  in  the  outlying  areas. 
It  is,  of  course,  iapracticable  to  collect  fron  certain  isolated  and/or 
inacCv. i^sihle  properties. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  hy  seni-controlled  tipping,  the  tips  being 
situ''.ted  at  Eighley,  Alvoley  and  Litton  Priors.  The  nine  shaft  at  Einlet 
has  now  been  filled,  and  a smaller  shaft  on  the  sane  site  was  brought  into 
use  during  the  year,  Negotiations  are  still  proceediiig  v:ith  the  Coal  Board 
regarding  a further  site  at  Alveley, 

No  progress  can  be  reported  v;ith  regard  to  the  provision  of  a suitable 
site  for  a central  tip.  The  need  for  such  a site  is  beconiiig  increasint'i’ly 
urgent,  as  the  existing-  tips  can  o):lI.y  be  said  to  be  useful  on  a short  tern 
basis,  and  "controlled  tipping"  cannot  be  practised.  The  disposal  of  refuse 
by  tipping  is  by  its  nature  a crude  method,  and  it  is  therefore  essential 
that  it  should  be  "controlled"  and  the  refuse  covered  daily.  This  can  onJy 
bo  achieved  on  a site  where  nechanical  equipment  can  be  used.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RiULUAY  PREUSES  ACT,  I963

'a  Prevention  of  Damage  hy  Pests  Act  1949?  req_uires  a Local  Authority 
to  ir  pect  all  premises  in  their  district,  and  to  ensure  that  an^*  irofestations 
of  ra^s  and  mice  are  dealt  with  hy  the  Authority,  (or  hy  the  occupier  in  the 
case  of  trade  and  agricultural  premises). 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspections  of  the  district,  the  Rodent 
Operative  answered  150  requests  from 'householders  and  tradespeople  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  In  addition,  all  sev/ers  maintained  hy  the  Council 
are  legularly  inspected  and  test-haited,  disinfestation  treatments  heitig 
carried  out  v/here  necessary. 

The  service  is  also  extensively  used  for  controlling  rat  infestations 
on  Council  tips,  and  fly  infestations  on  tips  and  around  selvage  works.

A oonsiderahle  numher  of  "casualty"  animals  are  submitted  for  slaughter 
at  Hard:  ngton  each  year  by  farmers  in  the  area.  liaimed  by  injuries  or 
disease,  there  animals  receive  especially  careful  and  critical  inspection 
before  an^’"  part  of  the  carcase  or  organs  is  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption. 


'Jlirce  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  v/ere  found  during  the  year  (a  Heat 
Inspector  is  always  on  the  lookout  for  this  condition  as  the  consumption 
of  raw  or  imperfectly  cooked  meat  containing  such  cysts  is  liable  to  cause 
the  developmient  of  a tapev/orn  in  man).  In  two  of  the  cases  the  cysts  were 
degenerated  and  only  the  affected  parts  had  to  be  condem.ned.  In  the  third 
case,  iiov/ever,  the  cysts  were  found  to  be  viable  and  the  carcase  was 
consequently  submitted  to  refrigeration  for  three  weeks  at  21  to  Icill  the 
ervirvo  worms  within  the  cysts,  thus  rendering  the  m.eat  safe  for  consumption. 

It  seems  vrorthy  of  note  that  one  of  our  cases  was  found  in  a sheep.  The 
condition  is  not  common  in  this  species  and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  has 
not  -proviousli'  been  encountered  in  sheep  in  this  District. 

ho  Tuberculosis  has  been  found  in  cattle  since  196O  and  only  0.9^  of 
the  pigs  slaughtered  in  19^5  were  infected  with  the  disease.

ill  neat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  the  slaughterhouses 
is  romo/ed  by  an  approved  knacker,  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and 
Steril-^v-ing)  Piegulations  19^0.  On  being  so  requested  during  the  year,  this 
firm  is  now  removing  all  blood  from  the  Sardii'igton  Slaughterhouse. 


FOULIP.Y-DDESSinG  PPHIZSES 

Various  premises,  in  vdiich  it  was  discovered  that  the  preparation  of 
poultry  for  sale  to  the  public  was  being  carried  out,  were  inspected  under 
the  terms  of  the  Food  Hygiene  FLegmilations, 

Pome  of  the  premises  were  found  to  bqiiighly  unsatisfactory  for  this 
pi-mpoGc.  In  twro  cases,  the  owners  preferred  to  stop  dressing  poultry  rather 
than  to  carry  out  the  works  necessary  to  bring  their  prer:iises  up  to  the 
requirod  standards.  The  majority  of  the  other  establishments  have  now  been 
c at i sf act oril^r  improved • 


FOOD  IIYC-IEIIE 

h'.'.ere  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  in  19^5 
compared' with  the  previous  year.  As  a result,  improved  facilities  have  been 
provided,  and  re-decoration  etc.  done  in  various  promises,  especially 
license'',  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  these  visits  will  have 
resulte'/.  in  an  even  greater  awfareness  of  the  principles  of  hygienic 'food 
handliuj  on  the  part  of  the  shopkeepers  and  thder  employees,
